' Black Driver Tells Of Bus Ride 


—| Marred By Threats Of Drunken,

In_an interview Tuesday 
aboard a Greyhound bus at 
the Columbus terminal, a 
black -Greyhound driver 
told of how he and a fellow 
driver faced death last 
week at the hands of a 
gun-wielding, apparently 
drunken passenger aboard 
a bus réportedly chartered 
by the Ku Klux Klan. 

Eugene Beasley, of 368 
Stoddart Ave., Columbus, 
said a seemingly in- 
toxicated white male 
passenger pulled a gun 
and forced another black 
Greyhound driver to leap 
from the moving bus on a 
Cincinnati freeway Friday, 
April 23. 


The other driver, James 
Steward, of 1079 Olmstead 
Ave., Columbus, suffered 


injuries to his ankle, elbow, 
right 


and leg. when he 
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leaped onto the concrete- 
and-gravel berm of 1-75 
near Hopple St., Cincin- 
nati.

Goss testified about the 
policy of granting medical 
transfers ;which. was dis- 
continued ‘recently, ap- 
parently because it was 
being used by whites to 
transfer out of 
predominantly black 
schools.

Scioto River Victim 
Described As “Loner” 
By Distressed Family 


The body of a young 
man pulled from the Scioto 
River early Sunday after- 
noon after being spotted 
floating under the Broad 
St. bridge, was identified 
Tuesday morning as 22 
year old Dale Crawford, 
1777 Kent St. : 

Crawford, who police’ 
said had a minor arrest 
record, was identified 
about 9 a.m. Tuesday 
through fingerprints in 
police files, they said. 

Homicide Sgt. Gene 
Brush said no “outward 
signs. of foul play were 
found on the body” of the 
towering six foot 200

pound victim. Brush also 


said no motive for his 
death had been 
established. 


Official cause of death 
was being withheld pend- 
ing a report of an autopsy 
by the Franklin County 
coroner's office, police 
said. 

Brush also pointed out 
that no wallet was found 
on the body, but house 
keys and some small 
change was found in the 
pockets of the maroon 
pants the victim wore. 

Mrs. Florence Crawford, 
mother of the. victim, was 
in such a state of grief and 
shock that she bong unable 
to. discuss the regeey 
when a CALL & POST re- 
porter visited their home 
Tuesday afternoon. 

However Dale's sister, 
Elaine Crawford, of the 
same address, said her 
brother had not been seen 
since Tuesday of last 
week. 

Although .she said she 
did not know Dale had a 
girlfriend, when last seen 
he said he was going to 
visit his girlfriend, she told 
The CALL & POST. 

She described Dale as 
being “kind of quiet and 
Kept to himself.’ While she 

d Dale was “a loner,” 
Miss Crawford. said the 
family has no reason to 
believe he committed  sui- 
cide.

Several buses were 
chartered in Louisville, a 
hotbed of anti-busing ac- 
tivity. Beasley was 
assigned to drive from Cin- 
cinnati to Columbus. 
Steward, Beasley said, was 
given permission to 
“cushion” (free ride) back 
to Columbus after having 
driven another bus to Cin- 
cinnati. 

Beasley said he first 
noticed the man later iden- 
tifled as McNear when he 
took charge.of the bus at 
the Cincinnati Greyhound 
terminal. 

“Before we left the 
garage,” Beasley said, “he 
mentioned three or four 
times, ‘this can’t be the 
bus, | know this is not the 
bus’, apparently referring 
to the fact that the driver 
(Beasley) was black. 

Beasley said he saw that 
the bus had been plastered 
with stickers ‘‘about 
busing and about Wallace” 
(Gov. George Wallace, 
Ala.) so he knew that his 
passengers were not 
necessarily friendly toward 
blacks. The-driver took the 
attitude that their politics 
were none of his business. 
“They could do anything 
they wanted, as far ‘as | 
was concerned, as long as

me," Beasley said. 

After the incredulous 
and possibly inebriated 
passenger (McNear) was 
persuaded by his fellow 
riders that they were on 
the right bus, Beasley

Columbus. 

Seated behind the driver 
was Steward, also black, 
also in his Greyhound 
uniform. 

As the bus rolled along, 
the passengers began 
singing. “I! don't know 
what the song was -— | tried 
not to pay any attention,” 
Beasley said. “But it was 
something about ‘nig- 

rs'.” ar 

Several miles out of the 
terminal, the man. who had 
expressed disbelief at 
having a black driver, 
walked up to the front of 
the bus and confronted 
Steward, the “extra” driver. 

“What the hell are you 
doing on this bus?” 
Beasley quoted the man as 
asking. “Do you have a 
ticket?” 

When Steward explained 
that he was “cushioning” 
back to Columbus, the 
man said, “You've got to 
get off of this bus," 
Beasley .reported. 

“At that time, | noticed 
the gun,” Beasley said. 
“The same time | noticed 
the guy had a gun, 
Steward was opening the 
door to get off. When he 
pointed the gun at him, 
Steward had no choice but 
to ... get off that bus.” 

Beasley said he was 
pulling over and slowing 
down at the time, but. was 
still travelling in excess of 
twenty miles per hour 
when his unofficial “co- 
pilot” bailed out. 

“! found out later that he 
skinned .his knee, tore his 
pants, and ripped open his 
elbow when fhe hit,” 
Beasley related. 

“The guy told me, ‘you're 
gonna drive the bus’,” 
Beasley continued. "As far 
as the gun was concerned, 
it didn't--alarm—me-—-too 


—muoh, cause -+--had

‘O.K.’.”

arm, Beasley stopped the 
bus and got out. 

Another bus was 
following Beasley's, so he 
told the driver to watch his 
rig while he went back to 
check up on Steward. 
Steward and Beasley left 
the freeway and called 
police from a nearby pay 
phone. 

“When the cops came, 
something had happened 
to the gun,” Beasley said. 
“They searched the guy, 
-they searched the bus, but 
they said they couldn't find 
a gun. Of course, he said 
he didn’t have a gun, but 
they took him anyway. Me 
and Steward had to go and 
sign some papers telling 
exactly what happened.” 

Meanwhile, another 
driver was brought out to 
take the bus and its anti- 
busing passengers on to 
Columbus, whence they 
continued their bus ride to 
Washington to protest 
puaing. 

“| don't know that they 
were the Klan, of 
whatever,” Beasley said. 
“If | had known they were 
the Klan, | might not have 
taken the trip, but that 
would have depended 
upon the feelings | got 
when | got on the bus. 

“After all,my_job is to 
drive anybody, anywhere, 
anytime, as long as they 
behave like civilized 
human beings. | try to do 
my job. But some people 
just aren't yet civilized, I'm

The school board 
response, Scott said, was 
to “cloud the issue’ by 
discussing the evils and 
high cost of busing. 

“This was not relevant to 
the issues we raised,” she 
noted. “In some cases, the 
redistricting we suggested 
would put kids closer to 
their homes than the 
schools they were atten- 
ding.” 

“The board's response 
to our proposals was to try 
to incite public opinion 
against our views,” she 
said. 

Scott testified about the 
busing of white students 
past the predominantly 
black Alum Crest School 
to Moler School, which 
was predominantly white at 
the time. 

Scott also discussed 
Highland Avenue School, 
where her children were 
attending at a time when 
there was a large influx of 
black residents as a result 
of tearing down housing 
for a freeway. 

“| saw a complete about 
face in the attitudes of the 
teachers,"’ she asserted, 
describing problems which 
eventually led to a move by 
her family oUt of the school 
system. 

Scott described 
problems ‘her family faces 
in obtaining financing for 
housing because they 
were black.

: Citizens Band Radio 


One of the most astounding 
developments of recent years is the 
astronomical upsurge in the use of 
citizens band radio. The Federal 
Communications Commission in recent 
months has been inundated with 
requests from citizens for licenses to 
operate this two-way radio service. 

Officials of the Commission and 
especially of our Safety and Special 
Radio Services Bureau, headed by 
Charles Higginbotham, are practically 
reeling under the avalanche of CB 
license requests. 

They declare it "took the FCC 16 years 
to get our first one million CB licensees; 
eight months to get the second million, 
three and.one half months to get the third 
and just two months to get our fourth.” 

And they predict a growth potential of 
nearly five million before the year |s out. 
Already the Commission has received 
550,000 license applications in ; January, 


'™ 4976; 500,000 in February, and 560,000 to 


600,000 in the month of March. this year; 
This phenomenal growth in citizens 
band radio — a two-way radio service, 
licensed. .by the. FCC and intended for 
short distance (not over 150. miles) 
personal or business radio 
communications — has caught everyone 
short: 
The Commiss American 
f : ra ~suophers; (b-will 
i Jawmakers. 
i 5 about to ask 
Congress, tor a $3.6 million extra 
package of funds to cope with the boom 


The goal is to write $100 million in new 
business. 

With more Negroes employed now 
than ever before, reaching this goal 
should, under normal circumstances, be 
an easy one. However, it is difficult to 
translate our “Black,, Power," into 
patronage for Black owned companies. 

Since Negro owned insurance 
companies operate under the same law 
and are regulated by the same officials 
as the white companies, their soundness 
is assured by the states in which they 
operate. So there is no risk involved as a 
payment of benefits. 

if every employed Negro family with an 
income over $10,000 would take out a 
policy in one of these companies, 
reaching the $100 million goal would be 
no problem. 

Since modern living makes it almost 
mandatory that every family have 
adquate insurance coverage, making the 
decision to take out a policy should be 
an easy one.

confidence in Judge Duncan's fairness 


and ability to interpret the law as it bears 
upon the local situation. Like other obser- 
vers, however, we would not be at all sur- 
prised if the verdict went against the 
school.board..Nor-would-we-be-chagrined 
if Judge Duncan issued a bussing order as 
a means to accomplish’ desegregation. 

For those whites.-- and blacks--who feel 
that they have-a-right to a segregated 
school in their neighborhood, we can only 
suggest that they do as other racists have 
done in other places under. similar circum- 
stances: take up a collection and start a 
rohsstethat is not supported by the tax 
dollars of the multifacrardomrmunity. at 
large.

Because there has been such an 
upsurge in. the requests for licenses 
(applications leaped since reports spread 
about the truckers vane CB radio during 
the gasoline shortage in 1974), there is 
some talk by lawmakers that maybe the 
situation would be best served if the 
Commission eliminated entirely the 
license requirements for CB radio. 

Chairman Richard Wiley rejected that 
peo rene by correctly, | believe, 
insisting that this wonderful service 
would be a “mess” if we did not maintain 
some control over it. 


License requirements are simple. Any 
American citizen 18 years or older, male 
or female, is eligible to apply for a CB 
license. Persons under 18 may operate a 
CB radio under the direct supervision of 
someone who is licensed. It is easier to 
obtain a CB license than to acquire an 
auto driver's license. No technical 
knowledge is required. 

No tests nor examinations must be 
passed. Simply fill out the application 
form (obtained from the FCC or from a 
store where you buy your radio 
equipment), send it along with a $4 fee 
and wait for approval. 


The Commision is working desperately 


to cut down on that waiting period of : 


time, and to reduce. the backlog of 
application requests. Patience is needed 
from all concerned.

Integration and busing have all but 


caused a revolution in public school 
circles. There are many suggestions but 
few basic answers. Along with these 
problems, are the growing problems of 
building and class room operation. 

More- and more..educators are. giving 
their attention to these latter problems, 
leaving the busing and integration 
problems to the courts. 

Prof. William C. Morse of the University 
of Michigan, ina recent releas@ says: “The 
real crisis in our schools is not in reading 
or other academic skills.

J. Harper of the Cuyahoga County 
Municipal Court, whose candidacy for nomination to 


the Ohio Supreme Court was disqualified by 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown two weeks ago, has 
been reinstated, 


Brown said an acceptance of 97 signatures of per- 
sons who signed Judge Harper's petitions, which he 
previously. disqualified, prompted his reversal. He 
initlally knocked off the signers because they were 
not registered as Republicans. 

Following Brown's disqualificétion of Judge Har- 
per’s petitions, he told The CALL & POST that 250 of 
the signatures were bad. He said that left her about 49 
signatures shy of the required 1000 eligible signers. 
However, he emphasized that she had every legal 
right to appeal his ruling. 

Thus, it appears that Judge Harper Is once again a 
candidate for nomination for the Ohio Surpeme Court 
for the term beginning Jan. 2, 1977. As such, she will 
be the ae woman aspiring for a statewide office at 
the June 8 primary election. It is also of interest to 
note that she is the first black woman to ever under- 
take such a mission in Ohio. 

The Ohio Legislature has passed a bill to allow bars 
to peddle hard booze on election day, but it would be 
very. risky to bet that it will be signed into law by Gov. 
James A. Rhades.

Code Words 


Jimmy Carter's remarks about “ethnic. purity” have 
disturbed a lot of people, including myself, but the 
rush of politicians to denounce the phrase isn't very 
encouraging since their basic positions on integrated 
housing are pretty much the same as Carter's. 

20 Sent . angers he 
statement with a strong one of-his own, but he is the, 
same candidate who threw a cloud over his historic 
support for civil rights measures by making busing a 
campaign issue. 

And Representative Udall's criticism of the Carter. 
statement didn't include a positive stance on what 
strategies to take to.grant blacks and other minorities, 
equal opportunities in housing. ; : 

Finally, President Ford told a press conference he 
didn't like the term “ethnic purity” and then 
proceeded to laud America’s “ethnic heritage,” 
saying that it is “a great treasure of this country and | 
don't think that federal action should be used to 
destroy that ethnic treasure.” ——? 

So what else is.new?,The result of this flap over 
words is mat no One has really committed himself to 
integrated housing and everyone has discovered a 
new racial code word. 

Politicians can now talk about preserving ethnic 
heritage and voters will know that this is a veiled 
promise to keep neighborhoods white. It's a new ad- 
dition to the vocabulary that produced “neighborhood 
schools” and “law and order,” terms that were un- 
mistakably understood as messages against school 
desegregation and as a promise to “get tough" with 
minorities. = 

Jimmy Cartef apologized handsomely for what he 
wants understood as a slip of the tongue. Even in his 
original—statement— that. -got—him-into trouble -he- 
promised. federal backing for black families to live 
anywhere they wished, and President Ford repeated 
his intention to honor open-housing laws. 

So there never was an issue in the first place. Car- 
ter.made a serious mistake in injecting this phony 
issue but he’s been attacked for the words he used 
and not for making an issue out of whole cloth.

“Watergate and sub-

entertainment. 

Often the Victory Matrons would have a cigarette 
party. Admission to the party was a carton of cigarettes. 
When the affair was over, the women would disperse an 
adequate number of cigarettes to servicemen in the 
Columbus area and those left over were shipped, along 
with boxes and boxes of homemade cookies, to United 
Service Organization (USO) clubs about the country. 

Victory Matrons were invited by Lazarus Dept. Store, 
along with other service groups, to sell war bonds in one 
of the store’s High St. display windows. This was quite 
an honor for the Victory Matrons because back in those 
times blacks were more often than-not excluded- rather 
than included in community affairs. 

Needless to say, the ladies worked like Trojans 
because they were absolutely dedicated to doing more 
than their share to aid the fighting men. All money raised 
from-the-sale of war-bonds was turned over to the federal

community causes,

Alcorn State University 

Alpha Phi Alpha, the oldest Black fraternity of 
college trained men in the United States, will launch a 
nationwide program, May 5-9, known as Business En- 
couragement Week, to inspire more Black people to en- 
ter the field of business. 

“Business Encouragement Week, believed to be the 
first national program of its kind, grew out of what the 
fraternity felt was one of the greatest needs of Black 
citizens at this time,’’ Dr. Walter Washington, president 
of Alcorn State University, said. 

“If we as Black people are to enter the mainstream of 
the nation’s economy, we must train more of our young 
people to become involved in business and commercial 
subjects and to encourage more Black men and women 
to enter into their own business enterprises as well as to 
encourage the already existing Black businesses to 
grow and to expand,” he said. Ths = 

The programs set up to observe the week will con- 
sist of business career workshops, seminars and sym- 
posiums, vocational counselors, business executives, 
junior and senior high schools and college students, as 
well as others who have broad experience in the areas of 
business management, business training and other 
related business fields. _ ;

High school occupational education teachers now 
can. become -certified.without_a bachelor’s degree 
through a program of Trade and Industry Education at 
Cleveland State University. 

By taking 24 credit hours a teacher may be certified 
for four years, with his occupational experience. This 
certification may be renewed twice (by taking 14 and 13 
credit hours.of approved courses, respectively), and then 
an extended certification for eight years may be granted. 

Otherwise a student must take a four year program 
to obtain a bachelor of science in education to become 
certified. 

Usually a teacher, besides a high school diploma, 
needs seven years of experience in his occupational 
field to qualify for the program. But if an applicant has a 
B.S. degree in another field, only five years of oc- 
cupational experience is needed. 

And, a student can earn up to 44 hours of college 
credit by taking the college level examination program 
administered by CSU. In addition, after completing a 
three hour written and six hour performance exam, 36 
credit hours can be applied to Education courses 420-21. 

Senior citizens now can take any course at 
Cleveland State University’s Arts and Crafts Center for 
half price. 

The center offers such classes as ceramics, 
weaving, macrame, candiemaking, painting and other 
crafts. ; 

Senior citizens take classes along with CSU 
students, says Mary F. Baxter, director of the Center, 
who feels this is an important part of the program since 
senior citizens tend to be isolated.

High School Seniors 
Receive Paid Status 


In National Guard 


The Ohio National Guard 
has been authorized to pay 
high school seniors full 
salary for time spent 
training with Army and Air 
Guard units for a period of 
up to 180 days before they 
enter basic military 
training. 

This -authorization, 
issued by the U.S. National 
Guard Bureau, makes it 
possible for high school 
seniors to join the National 
Guard and receive pay 
before actually graduating. 
It also allows the Ohio 
National Guard greater 
flexibitity in designating 
when individuals are 
scheduled for basic 
training. ‘ 

Maj. Gen. James C. 
Clem, Adjutant General for 
the State of Ohio, said all 
Army and Air National 
Guard units in the state 
have been advised to 
accept high school seniors 
on paid status effective 
immediately. 

Gen. Clem noted the 
Guard is enthusiastic 


‘about having high school 


seniors account for many 
of the 2,500 positions it 
hopes to fill by June. 
“Young people are good 
for the Guard ... and the 
Guard offers them as much 
or more in terms of getting 


said. “We sincerely hope 
many high school seniors 
will at least have an 
interview with their local 
Guard-unit-during the next
